I hand you also the deeds to all said property except sev-
eral that are now in the Treasurer's office at Annapolis, all of
which is fully set forth in the accompanying statement.

Two of the properties given me as being State properties',
to wit, St. John's College and Cheltenham Reformatory, I find,
upon examination of the recorda, not to belong to the State, but
to .corporations, but the State has representation in the govern-
ment of the same.

The amount of time actually given to this work is rather
difficult of sbatement owing to having given portions of days of
which I could hardly take account.

In eddition to the other titles which the State holds, there
is a mortgage for ~~15,000, which the State holds as a first lien
on the Maryland 'Agricultural College property. This mortgage was
given in 1902 in pursu8.,nceof the .Act of the Assembly 1902 Chap~
625; s'sid ¥10rtgage to .run for ten years wi thin interes,t at three
per cent. if demanded, a.full statement of which accOl;npanies the'
statement herewith handed you.

Twehty five do~-
lars per diem is an exceedingly reas6nable charge to pay a law-
yer of fare average"6apEcity for work of a professional nature;
this is especially so when that work takes him away from home.

Mr. Rhodes was engaged, as his report shows, 43 days in this
~ork. At $25.00 per day this would make $1075.

If the work was to be of any benefit whatever to the State
it was necessary that it should be performed by a competent, trust
worthy and experienced persori.

Mr. Rhodes has submitted to me, and will submit to you four
letters from members of the bar of wide experience in the search-

.ing of titles; three of these letters namely the letters of Mes-
srs. Samuel C\ Houlton~ Charles McHenry Howard, of the firm of
Vanable, Vaetjer and Howard, and John H. Duncan of the Title Guar-
antwe.and Trust Company state that one thousand dollars would be
a reasonable charge -in.their judgment for the services rendered.
Mr. P..ugust us Paper of the firm of Harman, Knapp, Uilimanand Paper,
states that, in his opinion, $1500 would be a proper fee.

As J have previously. stated, under all the circumstances of
the case it seems to me a fee of $1000 is proper to be paid.
